To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Durham,  County 
of  Strafford,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qual- 
ified to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  New  Hampshire 
Hall  on  the  University  Campus,  at  Durham,  N.  H.,  on 
Tuesday,  the  eleventh  of  March,  A.  D.  1947,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  follovv^ng  sub- 
jects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for  a 
term  of  three  years,  a  Town  Treasurer,  a  Collector  of 
Taxes,  two  Auditors,  four  members  of  the  Budget 
Committee  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  member  of 
the  Sewer  Commission  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
all  other  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  select  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  a 
term  of  three  years.

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  repair  and  mainte- 
nance of  Town  Highways  and  Bridges,  (see  budget.) 
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5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  current  maintenance  ex- 
penses including  County  taxes  as  required  by  law.  (see 
budget.) 

6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  issuance  and 
distribution  of  printed  matter  and  otherwise  publiciz- 
ing the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the  Town 
in  cooperation  with  other  towns  coordinated  in  the 
Seacoast  Regional  Association,  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty  dollars  ($230.00). 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00) 
to  grade  and  resurface  a  plot  of  land  abutting  Mad- 
bury  Road  and  belonging  to  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  Permission  has  been  granted  the  Town 
of  Durham  by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  to 
use  this  land  as  a  public  parking  area. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00) 
to  be  added  to  the  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00) 
raised  under  article  7  of  the  1946  w^arrant  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  a  new  truck  for  the  Town  Highway 
Department. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  installing  street  lights  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire  Faculty  Housing  Develop- 
ment. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00) 
for  the  repair  of  cement  sidewalks  in  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


On  December  7,  the  Budget  Committee  held  its  first 
meeting-  at  which  plans  were  discussed  for  preparing 
the  1947  budget, — a  budget  that  would  meet  the  im- 
mediate needs  of  the  community,  and  that  would  be 
responsive  to  the  wishes  of  the  voters  as  expressed  in 
the  town  and  school  district  meetings  of  1946.  Since 
December  7,  the  committee  has  held  frequent  meet- 
ings, several  of  which  were  in  the  form  of  joint  ses- 
sions, or  hearings,  with  tow^n  officers  and  departments 
in  order  to  determine  the  costs  of  government,  revenue 
anticipated  and  services  ^performed.  Furthermore, 
a  public  hearing  was  held  on  February  11,  during 
which  petitions  were  received,  town  and  school  dis- 
trict budgets  distributed  and  explained,  and  a  report 
of  progress  presented  by  the  sewer  commission  with 
the  assistance  of  G.  A.  Sampson,  consulting  engineer 
of  the  firm  of  Weston  and  Sampson,  Boston. 

Because  of  the  apparent  confusion  over  existing 
proposals  for  community  improvements  the  commit- 
tee has  been  particularly  anxious  to  contribute  some- 
thing of  significance  as  a  guide  to  subsequent  action. 
Trends  in  expenditure  and  revenue  items,  valuations 
and  the  resulting  tax  rates  have  all  been  noted  with 
the  purpose  of  projecting  into  the  future  a  series  of 
budgets.  These  were  to  be  supplemented  and  checked 
with  the  estimates  of  various  officers  and  departments 
concerned.  The  committee  has  not  found  it  feasible 
to  com^plete  this  task  because  information  will  be  in- 
adequate for  at  least  a  few  months.  A  complete  re- 
port must  therefore  be.  deferred. 
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Several  recommendations,  however,  have  resulted 
from  this  season's  deliberations  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  water  department  adjust  its  service 
charges  to  an  amount  that  will  be  sufficient  to 
retire  its  own  bonds  and  to  pay  the  interest 
thereon,  thereby  relieving  property  of  this  tax 
burden ;  and  that  the  town  credit  the  water  de- 
partment with  a  charge  for  hydrant  service  at 
an  amount  consistent  with  charges  in  similar 
communities.     (See  budget  for  1947.) 

2.  That,  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  conveni- 
ence, the  water  and  sewer  commissions  coordi- 
nate their  construction  work  to  the  end  that 
streets  and  roads  will  not  need  to  be  twice  re- 
surfaced. 

3.  That  definite  plans  be  completed  during  1947 
for  establishing  a  town  office  in  which  all  the 
public  business  of  the  town  and  school  district 
can  be  centralized.

REPORT  OF  THE  HAMILTON  SMITH  LIBRARY 


January  31,  1947. 
To  THE  Townspeople  of  Durham: 

Durham  tax-payers  enjoy  library  facilities  far  be- 
yond those  of  small  towns.  The  Durham  Library  As- 
sociation has  a  total  of  11,838  books  (217  added  in 
1946,  254  discarded)  ;  the  Durham  Public  Library 
books  number  3,765  (380  added,  207  discarded).  But 
Durham  citizens,  because  of  the  contract  between 
Town  and  University  and  at  a  cost  of  $500.00  a  year 
in  taxes,  have  at  their  disposal  a  library  of  more  than 
441,000  books,  which  is  open  from  fifty-four  to  ninety- 
two  hours  a  week,  with  newspaper  and  magazine 
rooms,  an  exhibit  gallery,  and  an  unusually  well 
stocked  children's  room.  All  residents  of  Durham  are 
invited  to  enjoy  these  facilities.  Newcomers  should 
register  at  the  loan  desk.

HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
PREVENT  FIRES  —  IT  PAYS 


Prevention  is  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of 
all  fire  effort.  This  is  particularly  true  of  forest  fire 
control  work.  Preventing  forest  fires  preserves  val- 
uable forest  growth  and  other  property,  conserves 
man  power  and  permits  their  use  in  productive  chan- 
nels, saves  taxpayers'  money  and  conserves  fire  fight- 
ing equipment. 

The  prevention  of  forest  fires  is  the  most  import- 
ant and  difficult  part  of  the  w^ork  of  your  forest  fire 
warden  who  heads  a  local  organization  set  up  primar- 
ily for  the  security  of  your  community's  forest  prop- 
erty. Appointed  by  the  State  Forester,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Selectmen,  he  is  charged  by  law  with 
the  responsibility  of  local  administration  of  forest  fire 
laws,  fire  prevention  and  suppression.  In  his  work  he 
is  aided  by  deputy  forest  fire  w^ardens  who,  in  emerg- 
ency, may  assume  his  power  and  authority.  The  ward- 
en is  guided  in  his  work  by  instructions  received  from 
the  State  Forester  and  by  the  District  Fire  Chief  who 
represents  the  State  Forester. 

The  importance  and  value  of  the  work  of  the  for- 
est fire  warden  and  his  deputies  is,  perhaps,  best  ap- 
preciated during  hazardous  periods  when  fire  danger 
is  greatest.  The  public,  however,  looks  to  him  at  all 
times  for  speedy  and  economical  suppression  of  going 
fires. 

To  properly  fulfill  his  mission,  the  warden  needs 
the  generous  and   understanding  cooperation  of  the 
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public  at  large.  He  attempts  to  secure  this  cooperation 
by  the  posting-  of  caution  notices,  news  items  and  by 
word  of  mouth,  always  carefully  explaining  the  neces- 
sity of  restrictions  imposed.  In  the  matter  of  giving 
cooperation,  however,  the  public  often  fails.  The  rec- 
ord shows  that  an  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland 
are  burned  over  by  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each 
year.  Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveal  the  fact  that  more 
than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the 
result  of  human  carelessness  and  are  preventable. 

The  careless  smoker  fails  to  properly  extinguish 
his  cigar,  cigarette  or  pipe  ashes  or  thoughtlessly 
throws  them  from  the  car  window;  the  debris  burner 
fails  or  refuses  to  consult  the  warden,  as  the  law  re- 
quires when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  be- 
fore attempting  to  burn ;  campers  fail  to  properly  ex- 
tinguish their  fixres  or  frequently  build  fires  when  con- 
ditions are  unfavorable. 

^  The  elimination  of  human  causes  from  the  forest 
fire  problem  is  the  answer.  This  is  not  as  diflficult  of 
accomplishment  as  it  might  appear  at  first  glance.  Let 
each  one  who  reads  this — 

1.  Use  ordinary  common  sense  with  fire  in  and 
near  woodland. 

2.  Comply  with  requirements  on  the  use  of  fire  in 
and  near  woodland  and  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow,  secure  written  permission 
to  burn  from  the  forest  fire  warden. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands. 
Don't  throw  lighted  material  from  moving  ve- 
hicles. 

4.  Cooperate  with  and  assist  the  warden  and  urge 
others  to  do  so. 
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5.  HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  PRE- 
VENT FIRES — his  efforts  are  only  as  effective 
as  is  the  cooperation  you  give  him!

REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMxMISSION 


February  20,  1947. 
To  THE  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Durham  : 

As  instructed  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  at  its  annual 
meeting  of  March,  1946,  the  Sewer  Commission  hss 
proceeded  to  install  sewer  services  on  Faculty  Road, 
Thompson  Lane,  and  Valentine  Hill  to  the  extent  of 
the  moneys  appropriated. 

Articles  of  contract  and  specification  were  drawn 
up  and  made  available  for  bids.  The  projects  put  out 
for  bids  included  water  installations  also.  The  bids 
were  opened  at  the  Town  Hall  in  the  presence  of  the 
respective  boards  and  the  Selectmen.  The  bids  ranged 
from  $14,000  to  $26,000  (in  round  num.bers).  Since 
the  lowest  figure  was  in  excess  of  the  moneys  availa- 
ble, the  lowest  bidder  was  contacted,  and  he  agreed 
to  do  less  of  the  project  at  the  same  rate  (per  itemi). 
Since  lot  21  was  already  being  built  upon,  every  effort 
w^as  made  to  get  the  services  there.  It  was  estimated 
that  that  could  be  done,  and  the  contract  was  then 
signed. 

Orders  for  materials  were  placed  very  early  in^the 
summer,  and  as  a  result  thev  were  on  hand  when  need- 
ed.  The  right  of  way  needed  to  connect  the  project 
to  the  College  Brook  sewer  has  been  obtained  from 
Mrs.  Home  and  Mr.  Loveren.  This  outfall  sewer  has 
been  placed  to  service  a  proposed  development  by  the 
above  named  parties  and  the  territory  accepted  by  the 
school  district  for  a  proposed  high  school.  Due  to 
favorable  weather  conditions,  the  laying  of  the  sewer 
has  progressed  better  than  was  expected.  Faculty 
Road  onlv  remains  to  be  done. 
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To  finish  the  sewer  part  of  the  project,  it  probably 
would  be  best  to  raise  $3,000  and  be  sure.  Cost  of 
materials  has  gone  up  markedly  since  we  bought  and 
the  contractor  has  discovered  that  Durham  clay  and 
rock  are  expensive  digging. 

The  firm  of  Weston  &  Sampson  has  submitted  a 
proposal  for  sewer  extensions  under  the  date  of  Feb- 
ruary 11,  1947.  Extracts  of  this  report  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  voters  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Sewer  Commission  recommends:  (1)  that 
the  Town's  share  of  the  new  sewer  and  improvements 
at  the  disposal  plant  be  paid  for  by  the  sale  of  Town 
bonds,  these  bonds  to  be  retired  within  20  years;  the 
Town  by  general  taxation  to  raise  approximately  two- 
thirds  and  the  property  owners  served  by  these  im- 
provements to  pay  approximately  one-third  of  the  cost. 
(2)  that  the  property  owners  and  prospective  entrants 
be  assessed: 

a.  Five  cents  per  frontage  foot  per  year  for  20 
years. 

b.  An  entrance  fee  of  $10  per  unit  per  year  for 
20  years. 

(The  unit  being  defined  as  a  family,  an  apartment  or 
equivalent.)  (3)  that  the  maintenance  of  the  sewer 
system  be  financed  by  an  annual  use  or  rental  fee  of  $2 
per  unit  as  a  minimum.  This  rate  shall  be  subject  to 
annual  revision. 

The  Commission  would  appreciate  any  constructive 
suggestions  and  requests  that  they  be  submitted  in 
writing.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Durham  : 

It  is  a  privilege  to  present  my  first  annual  report 
concerning  the  operation  and  administration  of  the 
educational  program  in  Durham.  This  report  in- 
cludes the  statistics  and  comments  regarding  all  other 
phases  of  the  school  work. 

The  most  significant  development  of  the  year  was 
the  increase  in  enrollment.  In  1945-46  our  registra- 
tion showed  182  pupils — this  year  we  are  serving  213. 
This  increase  of  17  per  cent  is  taxing  the  capacity  of 
our  facilities.  In  order  to  avoid  any  further  conges- 
tion it  was  necessary  for  the  School  Board  to  restrict 
the  further  acceptance  of  tuition  pupils.  We  now  re- 
ceive eight  tuition  pupils  from  Madbury  and  Lee — 
not  more  than  two  are  in  any  one  grade  so  that  this 
is  not  a  major  factor  in  our  growth  in  school  popula- 
tion. Traditionally  Durham  has  maintained  class 
units  with  enrollments  averaging  twenty-three  pupils. 
This  year  that  has  gone  up  considerably  with  grade 
V  numbering  thirty-two. 

Effective  education  at  the  elementary  school  level 
is  conditioned  by  the  enrollment.  In  order  for  the 
teacher  to  work  with  individuals  and  give  them  the 
time  and  attention  they  need  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
group  not  greater  than  25-28.  If  in  1947-48  the  en- 
rollment increases  at  its  present  rate  the  classes  will 
average  over  thirty  in  size  and  in  1948-49  we  will  out- 
grow the  present  capacity  of  our  building.  It  is  dan- 
gerous to  assume  anything  in  regard  to  future  growth 
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but  likewise  it  is  poor  administration  not  to  anticipate 
it.  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  High 
School  Development  Committee  these  facts  in  order 
that  they  might  consider  the  urgency  of  relieving  us 
of  grades  VII  and  VIII  to  avoid  an  overcrowded  con- 
dition which  is  likely  to  develop.  It  seems  to  be  an  ac- 
cepted fact  that  the  town  of  Durham  will  grow  as  soon 
as  building  is  possible.  It  therefore  holds  true  that 
our  schools  will  increase  in  membership  in  like  pro- 
portion. I  hope  you  will  face  this  problem  before  it 
has  any  further  effects  upon  the  education  of  our  chil- 
dren. 

The  turnover  in  teaching  personnel  has  been  high 
in  New  Hampshire  in  the  last  five  years.  Durham 
experienced  it  this  last  year  when  Miss  Marguerite 
Farley  returned  to  teach  in  her  home  city  of  Somiors- 
worth  as  did  Mrs.  Louise  Maxim  to  Rochester.  Like- 
wise, a  teaching  position  attracted  Miss  Anne  Wallace 
to  Dover  which  cut  down  her  transportation  to  her 
home  in  Rochester.  Miss  Beatrice  Gerrish  accepted  a 
position  in  Dover  also.  I  am  sure  that  their  services 
in  Durham  were  appreciated. 

The  vacancies  were  filled  as  follows :  Grade  I — 
Miss  Barbara  Jean  Kendrigan  of  Newmarket,  a  grad- 
uate of  Keene  Teachers  College  in  1943,  who  came  to 
us  after  two  years  of  teaching  in  grade  I  at  Enfield ; 
grade  II — Miss  Mary  Donovan  of  Concord  and  Plym- 
outh Teachers  College,  where  she  completed  her  work 
in  June;  grade  IV — Mrs.  Anne  Hall,  graduate  of 
Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College  in  1945,  who 
taught  last  year  at  the  Burnside  School  in  East  Hart- 
ford, Connecticut;  grade  VI — Miss  Mary  Hunton  of 
Gorham,  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College  in 
1944,  taught  last  year  at  Gilford.  In  addition  Mrs. 
Martha  Wheeler  of  Durham  became  instructor  in  Art, 
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replacing-  Miss  Dorothea  Martin  who  resigned.  The 
University  continues  to  make  provision  for  our  manual 
arts — we  appreciate  this  service. 

A  step  forward  was  taken  in  January  when  Mrs. 
Margaret  Mineghen  of  Newcastle  was  employed  to 
take  over  Miss  Smith's  teaching  duties  in  grade  VII 
and  VIII  in  order  to  release  her  to  take  over  more 
supervisory  and  administrative  work.  Mrs.  Mineghen 
graduated  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  in 
1943  and  taught  at  Plymouth  High  School  in  1943-44. 
The  School  Board  felt  that  with  the  increase  in  enroll- 
ment, the  turnover  of  teachers  and  the  increase  in  ad- 
ministrative work  of  the  superintendent  it  would  be 
wise  to  release  Miss  Smith  to  work  with  the  teachers 
on  the  school  program.  Her  time  is  divided  between 
supervision  and  administration  as  well  as  special  work 
in  the  extra  curricula  program.  Schools  of  enroll- 
ments of  200  or  more  are  rapidly  providing  for  non- 
teaching  principals.  This  changeover  should  result  in 
a  closer  coordination  of  the  curricula  and  a  more  effi- 
cient and  business  like  handling  of  the  policies  of  the 
school. 

A  Belland  Howell  16mm.  Projector  was  purchased 
by  the  School  Board  for  the  school.  The  students  pur- 
chased a  regulation  screen  from  money  they  had 
rai38d.  This  makes  possible  a  program  of  films  which 
will  do  much  to  enrich  the  regular  class  work.  We 
are  fortunate  to  have  access  to  the  film  library  at  the 
Visual  Aid  Department  of  the  University.  Miss  Smith 
v/ill  carry  on  this  program  as  one  of  her  new  duties. 
In  addition  a  combination  radio-victrola  was  purchased 
which  make  possible  radio  programs  of  an  educational 
nature  as  well  as  musical  recordings.  This  is  in  con- 
stant use  in  the  classrooms.  It  is  hoped  that  a  slide 
for  the  playground  v/ill  soon  be  purchased  by  funds 
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raised  by  the  students  supplemented  by  those  of  the 
school  budget. 

Among  repairs  and  improvements  this  year  was 
the  fire-proofing  of  the  stage  curtain  to  prevent  any 
possibility  of  a  flash  fire.  Water  damage,  during  the 
Christmas  vacation,  necessitated  considerable  plumb- 
ing* expense  which  frequently  results  in  this  climate 
when  automatic  controls  are  not  available  on  heating 
units. 

This  coming  year  should  call  for  some  painting  in 
the  interior  of  several  of  the  rooms  and  the  addition 
of  heating  units  in  the  auditorium  which  now  is  ex- 
tremely inadequate  in  the  winter  months. 

Our  high  school  students  are  attending  school  as 
follows:  one  at  Rochester,  five  at  Newmarket,  one  at 
Tilton,  one  at  Austin-Cate  Academy  and  fifty-three  at 
Dover.  Of  the  sixty-one  tuition  pupils  fourteen  are 
seniors,  thirteen  are  juniors,  twenty-two  are  sopho- 
mores and  tv/elve  are  freshmen.  The  rate  of  tuition 
which  is  based  on  the  state  average  has  risen  from 
$80.99  per  pupil  in  1941-42  to  $123.74  in  1946-47.  This 
$7,548.14  is  a  huge  item  in  our  budget  and  is  likely  to 
increase  in  1947-48  because  of  increased  high  school 
enrollmiCnt  as  well  as  increased  school  costs.  Two  ele- 
mentary pupils  are  in  attendance  at  Newmarket. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Fogg  continues  to  carry  on  her  excel- 
lent work  with  the  school  branch  program.  We  have 
about  seventy-five  enjoying  the  hot  dish  daily  and  a 
large  number  taking  milk.  The  Federal  Government 
continues  to  reimburse  the  school  2  cents  for  each  half- 
pint  of  milk  and  4  cents  for  each  hot  dish.  The  pro- 
gram started  in  November  and  will  continue  through 
April. 

The  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union  56  met  at  Dur- 
ham in  October  v/ith  Miss  Gertrude  Lewis,  Elemen- 
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tary  Supervisor  from  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, and  at  Somersworth  in  November  with  Dr.  How- 
ard Jones,  President  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College, 
to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  improving  teaching.  A 
two-day  convention  was  held  in  Concord  in  October  at 
which  all  the  teachers  were  in  attendance.  The  of- 
fice of  the  superintendent  is  now  open  on  a  year  around 
basis  to  provide  service  for  the  district — this  change- 
over was  made  because  of  the  increasing  work  and  ac- 
tivities of  the  schools  including  new  building  pro- 
grams. 

I  am  familiar  with  the  problems  and  issues  which 
arise  when  a  building  program  is  proposed.  However, 
I  feel  I  should  express  some  of  the  basic  issues  involved 
in  the  maintenance  of  a  high  school  in  a  community 
such  as  Durham.  Communities  have  a  structure  which 
is  important  to  family  life  particularly  as  it  involves 
the  young  folks.  Institutions  such  as  churches,  li- 
braries and  schools  are  the  very  life  blood  of  this  struc- 
ture. The  ties  which  they  develop  have  m.eaning  and 
value  bevond  estimate.  As  our  societv  becomes  ur- 
banized  we  are  in  danger  of  becoming  life  commuters 
as  we  tend  to  release  our  prerogatives  to  other  towns 
and  cities.  In  so  doing  we  detach  not  only  in  affec- 
tions but  in  reality  the  association  of  these  young 
folks  to  the  town  in  which  they  live.  They  get  on  the 
bus  at  8  o'clock  and  travel  to  a  school  in  another  city 
which  is  serving  its  own  citizens.  The  school  program 
is  designed  for  the  needs  of  its  own  students.  It  is 
administered  locally.  We  are  assessed  on  a  per  capita 
basis — this  assessment  is  reasonable  and  necessary  but 
we  are  assigning  our  pupils  to  attend  an  institution 
in  which  we  have  nothing  to  say  as  regards  its  admin- 
istration and  no  direct  representation  in  its  supervi- 
sion.    This  is  no  fault  of  the  receiving  school  but  is 
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the  basic  program  as  it  is  set  up.  You  might  well  con- 
sider the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  maintaining  a 
high  school.  Your  own  system  of  education  would  re- 
sult in  community  attachment,  the  creation  of  the  kind 
of  school  program  you  desire  and  sovereignty  over  its 
administration.  Larger  school  units  do  not  necessar- 
ily offer  superior  education.  Durham  v/ith  the  many 
services  m.ade  available  by  the  University  stands  in  an 
enviable  position  as  far  as  being  able  to  offer  an  ex- 
cellent school  program  at  the  secondary  level.  The 
intense  interest  of  the  citizens  would  be  a  guarantee 
that  an  adequate  one  would  be  maintained.  The  sta- 
tistics published  in  the  Seventy-Second  Report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  1945  list  81  Approved  Pub- 
lic Senior  High  Schools  in  New  Hampshire  of  which  S 
have  an  average  membership  of  over  500,  25  of  be- 
tween 100  and  200  and  48  which  have  99  or  less.  If 
this  is  the  situation  it  seems  that  almost  every  town 
our  size  in  the  state  is  maintaining  its  own  secondary 
school  and  that  Durham  would  be  in  line  with  the 
others.  The  increasing  school  population  together 
with  tuition  pupils  and  the  absorption  of  grade  VII 
and  VIII  v/ould  make  a  sizeable  school  unit.  I  feel  it 
deserves  your  most  serious  consideration. 

Education  in  New  Hampshire  has  been  given  a 
new  stimulus  with  the  apopintment  of  Dr.  Edgar  Ful- 
ler as  Commissioner  of  Education.  Several  important 
changes  have  taken  place  in  the  state  administration. 
The  Department  has  extended  its  services  with  sev- 
eral new  appointments.  Representatives  are  now 
available  in  the  areas  of  guidance,  youth  services  and 
school  lunches  with  more  to  be  added  in  the  next  year. 
The  most  far  reaching  policy,  however,  has  been  the 
proposal  to  support  education  to  a  greater  degree  at 
the  state  level.    In  the  bill  which  is  before  the  Legis- 
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lature  Durham  would  be  eligible  for  $8,560.13  in  state 
aid  rather  than  $178.31  ailoted  for  the  current  year. 
This  would  be  of  great  assistance  in  lifting  the  added 
school  costs  from  the  property  taxpayer. 

The  superintendent  in  closing  wishes  to  express  his 
appreciation  for  the  helpful  support  and  cooperation  of 
the  School  Board,  citizens  and  teachers  in  maintain- 
ing the  school  at  a  high  level  of  efficiency  under  diffi- 
cult conditions.  This  continued  teamwork  will  inevi- 
tably result  in  a  better  school  program.

To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Durham: 

Herein  are  presented  certain  sections  of  the  report  of  the  firm 
of  Weston  &  Sampson  as  submitted  on  February  11,  1947.   These  sections 
deal  with  the  oroposed  extensions  about  town.   The  remainder  of  the  re- 
port gives  the  history  of  previous  construction  (mostly  by  the  Uni- 
versity) and  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  treatment  iDlant  situation. 

"Sewer  Extensions" 

"The  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  serve  several  unsewered 
sections  is  urgent.   Sewage  disposal  by  individual  methods  is  verv 
unsatisfactory  due  to  the  character  of  the  soil,  and  the  health  of  the 
coramunitv  demands  that  sewers  be  rjrovided  for  these  a.reas.   The  sever- 
al sections  in  need  of  sewers  will  be  considered  separately  without 
attempting  to  select  the  order  of  their  seeming  urgencv.   There  will 
be  some  difference  of  opinion  e.s  to  this  order,  but  few  will  deny  the 
need. " 

"In  estimating  costs  it  is  assumed  that  the  sev^ers  would  be  con- 
structed (as  far  a,s  oosr^ible)  in  1947  by  contra.ct  after  comiDetitive 
bidding,  and  that  all  or  several  sewers  would  be  included  under  one 
contract  to  raaVe  the  work  more  attractive  to  the  contractor.   An 
aJ  lowance  of  "h^o   has  been  made  for  contingencies  and  an  additional  15^- 
for  final  surveys,  supervision  of  soundings  for  ledge,  contract  plans 
and  specifications,  supervision  of  construction,  record  plans  and 
other  engineering  services.   The  amount  of  ledge  excavation  ha.s  been 
estimated  from  observation  and  information  obtained  locally.   Borings 
have  not  as  yet  been  undertaken  to  determine  the  actual  surfaxe  of  the 
ledge.   Before  oroposals  for  construction  are  invited,  soundin.gs 
should  be  made  for  a  more  accurate  estimate  of  the  rmount  of  rock 
excavation." 

"It  is  assumed  that  the  Town  would  set  the  Y  branches  for  house 
connections  and  that  the  owner  would  install  the  connection  at  his 
own  expense  in  a.  manner  satisfa.ctorv  to  the  Sewer  Commission." 

To  the  final  summarv  of  ^100,850  for  sev/er  extensions  should  be 
added  the  following,  to  total  aoioroximately  ^^145, 000: 

a)  "^SSjOOO  Earma.rked  to  pay  our  share  of  treatment  olant  alteration; 
to  be  laa.de  a.vailable  to  IT.IT.H.  when  they  are  readv  to  go  ahead 
with  the  work. 

b)  plljSOO  Total  for  Faculty-Hoitt  Field  develooment.   The  new  sewer 
in  this  area„  is  well  abreast  or  ahead  of  building.   The  )3000 
asked  for  in  the  warrant,  it  is  felt,  will  complete  the  project. 


c)  %   7,500  Survey  (to  include  costs  of  borings  and  legal  fees

Concerninf;:!;  the  sewer  now  existing  in  the  Main  Street  in  the 
vicinitv  of  Madburv  Road,  it  would  appear  that  if  a  line  of  standard 
design  v;ere  to  be  laid  in  the  middle  of  the  road  down  to  a  manhole  on 
Mill  Road,  the  cost  vould  be  about  $8500.   The  Commission  does  not  care 
(yet)  to  make  any  recommendation  concerning  replacements,  or  taking  over 
existing  lines  tiia.t  have  involved  the  payment  of  a  h\QQ>   perpetual  right 
fee  to  the  Universitv.
